Seattle, Wash., Feb. IS. — Fire started 
in tlie (Mexican compressor building of 
the famous Truadwell mines on Douglas 
island, near Juneau, abont 5 o'clock on 
the evening of last Tuesday, February 
11, a.nd before the flames were finally 
subdued, it had destroyed the compres- 
sor building, the .Mexican shaft, the 
tramways, and part of the 100-ton stamp 
mill. Over 100 miners were at work 
near the bottom of this shaft when it 
caught fire. The shaft was choked with 
moke, and volumes of It found its way 
into the workings where the miners 
.were. 

There were several narrow escapes 
from suffocation, but the men finally, 
through dint of heroic effort in assisting 
each other, escaped through tip-raises and 
tunnels to the old pit, ."where 'they were, 
drawn to the surface. 

Tlie lire caused gnat excitement in 
Juneau, and the citizens gathered ou tlie 
waterfront to watch the thimos. The 
Douglas tire boys did good work. The 
tire is thought to have originated from a 
defective electric wire in the compressor 
room. 

It. A. tMeKenzie, assistant superinten- 
dent of the Trendwell mines, was a 
passenger on board the 'Dolphin, which 
arrived here at 110,111. Ho corroborated 
the story of tbo fire, and n.dded: 

"For the present we have shut down 
the nulls, but it will only be temporary, 
I am here for the purpose of purchasing 
new machinery, and just as soon as I 
get that shipped, everything will resume 
again. Our loss will be fully §20,000, 
probably more. We carried no insurance 
on the property. Our people were verv 
thankful that 'no lives wore lost. It 
looked very threatening for a time, bid 
everyone escaped alive."

IN PATAGONIA 



Mr. Chamberlain Receives De 
putation Favoring Removal 
of Settlers lo Canada. 



Toronto, Feb. IS.— The Evening Tele- 
gram's London cable says: "A deputa- 
tion of Welshmen waited on Mr. Cham- 
berlain today to ask that the govern- 
ment provide transport for tlie pur- 
pose of removing to Canada n number 
of their countrymen and their families, 
who bad emigrated io Patagonia, and de- 
sired a change of settlement. Mr. 
Chamberlain explained that when the 
reception of the deputation was first 
mentioned, lie understood the Welsh in 
Patagonia wished to emigrate to South 
Africa. Had this 'been the case, ar- 
rangements could easily have been made, 
but be was helpless to render them as- 
sistance to emigrate to Canada. He sug- 
gested that the deputation should call 
on Lord Salisbury, or thai ;i subscrip- 
tion be started in the United Kingdom 
to raise the necessary funds of £10,000, 
or that the Canadian government might 
increase their liberal offer of £1 per 
head. The deputation was greatly dis- 
appointed.

Kentucky Representative Stands By His 
Insulting Words. 

Washington, Feb. IS.— The speech of 
(Mr. iWbeeler, of Kentucky, in the House 
last 'Friday, when he bitterly assailed' 
Secretary Hay and /Lord Pmnieefote, nnd 
criticised the ofllclal preparations for the 
reception of Prince Henry, had a sequel 
in the House today. .Mr. Gil'let, of Mas- 
sachusetts, in a half hour's speech, de- 
clared that the intemperance of Mr. 
Wheeler's language carried its own con- 
demnation. Nevertheless, he deplored 
such an affront to a foreign country. 
During the course 0/ the speech, two 
Democrats. Robinson, of Indiann, nnd 
Thayer, of Massachusetts, disclaimed 
nny sympathy witli Mr. Wheeler's utter- 
ance. These disclaimers drew from 
Talbert, of iSouth Carolina, the state- 
ment that he desired to sliare in the re- 
sponsibility of the speech, every word of 
which ho said he endorsed. Mr. Wheel- 
er himself subsequently replied to 'Mr. 
(iillet. reaffirming what he had said, nnd 
declaring that he would stand ifcy his 
'words whether I hey were discreet or not. 
.He read a number of letters, telegrams, 
and one c!"b!o"* , : , ,Vn from London com- 
mending his utterances. The incident 
was the feature of tlie day. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Feb. 18.— Robert McNair 
might almost he called the shingle king 
of Canada. He is now chiefly interested 
in the erection of the biggest shingle 
mill in the world, besides being the prin- 
ciple owner in tour monster mills on 
Paget Sound. When Mr. McNair talks 
shingles he talks us a true prophet, for 
he., lias the whole shingle situation of 
British Columbia nt his linger ends. Mr. 
McNair was asked by the 'Colonist cor^ 
respondent ibis morning if the rumors 
regarding the enormous demand for 
British Columbia shingles in the United 
States were correct. He said it certainly 
was correct. As lie was interested 
across the line, he would prefer not to 
peak from a sentimental standpoint, 
but from a purely business standpoint, 
lie would, therefore, state that it was 
due to tbo act of the legislature in pro- 
hibiting the export of logs to the States 
that this state of affairs existed. The 
mills that 'control the situation on the 
Sound— there are seven or eight of them 
—are also in n position to feel the pulse 
of the industry. When the supply was 
cut off from British Columbia, a Seattle 
concern, realizing that there would be 
a shortage on the Sound, wont up the 
Snohomish and bought the entire sea- 
son's cut for their mills at $1 advance 
on the market price, namely, Sl». The 
other mills at once became frightened, 
and in their eagerness to protect them- 
selves, rushed the price up to as high as 
$10, or over $2 advance on the price' 
prevailing when British Columbia logs 
were coining in. 'Numerous small mills 
found themselves badly off for their sea- 
son's logs, and wholesalers taking alarm, 
ame to British Columbia to buy shin- 
ies at an advance. He had been ap- 
proached by wholesale shingle men from 
tlie Sound, who offered to take his whole 
season's cut at a figure which would give 
a fair profit, duty and ali, and he had 
no .doubt that all tlie larger mills had 
been approached in the same manner. 
He did nut believe that this demand was 
temporary, as prices in the East were 
stiff and there was no danger of their 
slackening off, for the reason that wages 
were tip, white pine was rapidly disap- 
pearing, and Eastern cedar was' becom- 
ing less and less available, and more and 
more held in the hands Of heavy dealers. 

The statement that the United States 
would keep British 'Columbia out of her 
markets 'by increasing the duty on shin- 
gles to 00 per cent, was merely a bug- 
aboo. The Easterners would 'not help 
out Washington in the .matter; thev had 
troaiiles of rheir own, and tite Micblgnn- 
dors were hike- warm in the matter. In 
the meantime the British Columbia law, 
by forcing up the price of logs.- lias 
forced up the price of shingles in the 
world's markets. "Crowns" were sold 
last season for $1.50, and have now ad- 
vanced to jjil.75. Tlie duty is :!0 cents, 
and cedar is none too plentiful on Pnget 
Sound, and it must, of course, become' 
constantly reduced and less available. 

As regards himself, 'Mr. 'McNair was 
not expressing an opinion on the bene- 
fits derived from tlie prohibitive law, as- 
ms business was, as !?a .mentioned, on. 
both sides or the boundary line. The- 
prohibitive act, however, from a British. 
Columbia standpoint, has resulted in the 
following 'advantages: British Colum- 
bia shingle men were placed in the 
unique and enviable position of being 
simply limited by capacity. They have 
a ready and profitable sale for all the- 
shingles they can manufacture, in the 
United States markets alone. The 
price of shingles has gone up. While 
logs, "fag ends" and all, would be pur- 
chased from tlie logger. His now mill 
would buy the logs whole, nnd the mills 
would make their own holts. 

The loggers in British Columbia would 
he paid as much as the highest price 
available before the prohibition, and. 
would be kept very busy. Should, bow-" 
ever, the act be rescinded, all these ad- 
vantages would cease to the logger nnd 
mill men. 

With these splendid possibilities there 
is. of course, a tremendous effort being 
made to rush up shingle mills and in- 
crease the capacity of old ones. .lust 
in Vancouver alone the tremendous de- 
mand for Canadian shingles consequent 
on the prohibition act of the Dunsmuir 
government has resulted in the erection 
of the following nine new mills: Paci- 
fic (Coast mill, capacity, 500,000 daily 
(the mill is to (be constructed at once by 
Mr. IM'cNair's company); Hustings Shin- 
gle company, capacity, 1,000,000 daily, 
to be increased to 1,500,000. if assur- 
ance is given of the permanence of the- 
law prohibiting the export of cedar; 
Canada Shingle company, 000,000 
daily; Chilli wack Shingle company, four ■ 
mills, about 200,000;" British Columbia 
Shingle company, throe , mills, about 150,- 
000; Cascade Shingle Mill com- 
pany, two mills, about 10(1.111)0; 
Cook & Tait, throe mills, about 150,- 
000; West & Welsh, five mills. 250.000; 
Mud 'Buy company, two mills, about 
100,000. Robertson & Hackett have put 
in one mill, with 50.000 capacity, nnd 
many other going mills are increasing: 
their capacity. 

This only refers to Vancouver. No 
doubt many new mills are (being erected 
throughout the province from the same- 
cause. 

From another source it is learned that 
W. Wilson. McMornn Bros, and F. Rob- 
ertson Were erecting mills in .or near 
Revclstoke as a result of the prohibition 
law. 

It has also been learned that the milt 
that bought up the season's cut on the 
Snohomish, and thus took tlie Initiative 
in rushing up the price of logs, was tlie- 
Seattle Cedar 'Mill company, ami that 
Mr. Jardine, of .Ww Westminster, was 
offered profitable figures from an Amer- 
ican firm for his entire season's cut.

THE LIBERALS 



Reports of the Delegates to the 
Vancouver Convention , 
Received. 



At the meet ing of Liberals Jield in the 
Labor ln-,11 last evening to consider the 
reports of the delegates sent to t/.e -Van- 
couver convention, probably 100 electors 
of the city were present. Messrs. Duff, 
Milne, Kingham, 'Bell, Paterson, Powell, 
Dulby and Jones explained to a sym- 
pathetic Mudiehce the reasons why, on 
ur riving nt the convention mid finding 
themselves in si minority upon the ques- 
tion of the composition of the convention, 
they considered it expedient to with- 
draw. Dr. Lewis Hull, one of the dele- 
gates who fulfilled his mission, explained 
very fully why in remaining throughout 
the session he considered that he was 
doing his duty, and he was followed by 
Mr, Alexander Wilson, who, in a very 
forcible speech denounced the conduct 
of those who withdrew from the con- 
vention, as childish and unreasonable. 
He warned his audience that the day 
had gone by when a small clique of Vic- 
toria lawyers could expect to govern the 
Liberal party in British Columbia. He 
intimated that it was the desire to con- 
tinue in this enviable position that in- 
duced the majority of the lawyers to so 
bitterly raitagoiiisso Mr. Joseph Martin. 
He concluded by congratulating theiu 
with the fact that whether they liked it 
or not. they had Mr. Joseph Martin 
upon their backs now, and could not 
shake him off. 

A resolution repudiating the action of 
the convention was proposed and second- 
ed, and after 'Mr. 'Bodwell bad given an 
address upon t le constitutionality of the 
convention, the resolution was passed iby 
a rising vote. Mr. Bodwell's supporters 
emboldened by their success, passed a 
second resolution declaring that tliey had 
no confidence in Mr. Martin as leader. 
No ajCtnnl figures of these votes were 
taken, hut a conservative estimate would 
probably make the majority for each 
about 70 to 30. As the audience were 
leaving, another resolution declaring 
Senator Tenrpleman leader of the Lib- 
el'jyl party in British 'Columbia was hand- 
ed to the chairman, read and carried, 
.there was no cheering.

Suspended on the cable of n steam 
rwincb with >a large halibut hook through

■steamer. Everything went well till 
(about half the fish had ibeen removed 
.from the dory, when suddenly Thompson 
(screamed out to the deckhand to order 
(the winchman to stop the engine. It 
'turned out that a stray hook had caught 
(Thompson in the leg. It was extricated, 
land •when all was apparently clear, the 
(winchnian commenced .to wind up the 
(cable with a rush, which was suddenly 
(stopped when another agonized scream 
(from Thompson was heard. 
I When the engine -was stopped, the 
'Cnible had been half wdund up, and to 
(the honor of those on dock, it was scon 
/that Tihomipson 'was dangling in mid-air 
tat the end of the cable. ' When the 
(winch bad been started the string of fish 
(in the dory had been jerked suddenly in- 
<to the air, and another stray hook

Purchase Greenwood Smelter. 

Negotiations which hare been earned 
on in this city for some days past for 
the sale to the Montreal & Boston Cop- 
per company, owners of the Sunset mine 
in the Boundary district, of the pyritic 
smelter near Greenwood controlled by 
Messrs. Price Bros, of Quebec, were 
practically completed yesterday. The 
price p:vid is not stated, but is believed 
to he in the neighborhood of $100,000. 
The present capacity of the smelter is 
250 tons a day. but this will be in- 
creased by the new owners and the smel- 
ter improved in other ways under the 
direction of Mr. Bellinger, who has been 
retained as consulting engineer.

.Montreal & Boston company, -will keep 
the smelter busy, hut the company in- 
tend to ineron.se its capacity to such an 
extent that they will ibe able to treat 
(I'tstom ore as well.

ON WALL STREET. 

New York, Feb. 18.— The restrictive In- 
fluence upon trading of yesterday's storm 
was lifted today. Yesterday the volume of 
trading was only about half ii million 
shares. There was some show of strength 
during the morning hours, but It dwindled 
(luring the day,' aud the market generally 
turned downwards. The general level of 
prices at the end was lower than yester- 
day. The disinclination to trade In the 
stocks of the great railway systems, espec- 
ially those of the transcontinental gToup. 
was very marked. It might have been due 
to the 'efforts making for a revision of 
transcontinental freight rates, or It might 
be explained by the growing Inclination to 
await next Monday's session of the supreme 
court and a possible decision on the North- 
ern Securities case. Speculative opinion Is 
In a perplexed state as to the merits of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway plan. The 
machinery of the plan Is so complicated 
and the bearings of Its operation so obscure 
that little can be mnde of It, and the gen- 
eral public Is Inclined to look askance at 
the securities Involved. The Interest of in- 
siders In supporting the price of Hie stocks 
pending the completion of the plan, Is ob- 
vious, but the price ran on" more than :i 
point In the late dealings today. This had 
II deterrent Influence on speculation else- 
where. The development of now points 
of activity amongst the stock seldom active 
or of little general Importance, continue 
to be a feature, but other stocks of the 
same class recently ndvnnced, suffered from 
profit-taking. There was buying to some 
effect amongst the coalers, which was 
especially conspicuous In 'Rending Second 
preferred and Ontario & Western. Lacka- 
wanna made a spurt of six points but re- 
acted four. Profitable demands upon the 
coal companies are said to be more than 
they can supply, nnd there are surmises 
also of a proposed further consolidation of 
the ownership of these roads. Another 
group which was active nnd strong was the 
South westerns, In spite of decreases In 
gross earnings for the second week In Feb- 
ruary, reported by one or two members of 
the group. Conjectures are rife of plans 
looking to financial consolidation In this 



group also. The strength In the group gave 
way with the decline In the rest of the 
market. Wide guins were made by a num- 
ber of extremely inactive stocks, the last 
previous sales of which were many months 
old In some cases. The money market re- 
mained easy bat confidence over Its future 
Is not fully assured. Sterling exchange ad- 
vanced a fraction here today and fell a 
fraction at Parts. The margins agalust 
profits In gold exports to Paris Is very nar- 
row and both these movements tended to- 
wards wiping out the margin. The firmness 
of the London market Is an additional 
factor. This makes It possible that engage- 
ments of gold for export on Thursday will 
be made tomorrow. The growing dullness 
and heaviness In the market was due In 
part to this development. The closing was 
lower, but there were only slight rallies. 
The Wabash debenture liens constituted 
the bulk of the bond market, but they lost 
practically nil their gains. United States 
bonds were all unchanged on the Inst cnll.

GREENLAND'S NEWSPAPER. 

It Is Now Published Fvcry Two Weeks 
and Its Circulation Is Increasing. 

About tweuty years ago a little news- 
paper began to be printed at Godthaab, 
on the southwest coast of Greenland. It 
appeared In the Esquimau language and 
was one of the most unique productions 
of the printing press. It was called the 
Atnagllutl (the Reader) and at llrtit was 
Issued only once In a while as the editor 
did not print n new Issue until he had sold 
all the copies of the preceding one. 

Lars Moellcr Is the name of the editor 
and publisher of this little Greenland news- 
paper. He had made his puper very useful 
because it has stimulated a desire among 
the natives to learn to read. For some 
yeans past the paper has been printed us 
a monthly publication, but It Is now ap- 
pearing once In every two weeks. 

Years ago, when Nordeuskjold made 
his trip Inland on the great ice cap of 
southern Greenland! lie was accompanied 
by this Esquimau, Lars Mueller, who con- 
fided to the explorer his ambition to be- 
come a journalist. The young man was 
clever with his pencil,, and he showed pic- 
tures which he hud drawn and that he 
thought would Interest his compatriots and 
make them anxious to learn to read. Nord- 
euskjold was very much impressed with 
the intelligence, industry and ambition 
of the young Esquimau, and on his return 
to Sweden he sent him a printing press 
and a supply of ink and paper. 

In itho course of time Lars, who had be- 
come proficient in reading and writing, 
acquired Ore art of setting type and run- 
ning the in-luting press. Then he added 
another accomplishment, which was per- 
haps the basis of his success as a publisher. 
Ue studied the methods of engraving on 
stone, and after invhlle he was able to 
transfer to stone, roughly, to be sure, but 
with some degree of adequacy, the draw- 
ings he made. 

The first copies of his paper contained 
only pictures, such as scenes of hunting 
In Greenland, nnd also simple pictures bas- 
ed upon those made In Europe showing 
some Interesting phases of life among for- 
eign peoples. He found that the pictures 
excited much Interest among the Esqui- 
maux. , , it 

Then he began to print some descriptive 
matter In the Esquimau language under the 
pictures. A considerable number of the 
natives had learned to read nnd they would 
tell their friends what was written In the 
descriptions; thus many of the natives 
gradually became desirous of reading them- 
selves, so that unaided they might find 
what the pictures were about. Lars Mocl- 
ler's little paper probahlv did more than 
any other agency to stimulate a desire 
to learn reading nnd writing. Several 
thousands of the natives of south Greenland 
can now read the Bible and other books 
published In Esquimau. , 

Finally the editor began to include In 
his paper Items of news with regard to 
Greenland affairs and orices of eiderdown, 
skins nnd such other commercial Informa- 
tions as was of practical value! to the na- 
tives. Thev began to look for the coming 
of their newspaper as an event promising 
both pleasure and profit. So the little 
newspaper of Godthaab now wields con- 
siderable Influence In Greenland and Is In- 
teresting to many foreigners because t« 
letter-press and meOlianlcal features. In- 
cluding Its father remarkable engrnylneft. 
are entirely the product of I^irs mid his 
assistants. 'Tn nddltlon to his newsnnner 
he has published a number of little books 
In Esquimau which are devoted tn the 
preservation of Esquimau fables .nnd tradi- 
tions.

ANOTHER SMELTER. 

The announcement that a third smelt- 
er is to he built on the east coast 
Vancouver Island and within two hours' 
journey from this city, is but another in 
■dication of the vast mineral wealth 
which lies at the very ga'tos of Victoria 
Mining men of established reputation 
pronounce Victoria Mining Division a 
one of the richest, most compact and tic 
cessible in the province, and the fact 
that experienced capitalists are hasten- 
ing to secure sites and erect smelters 
the heart of it should stimulate our mer- 
chants, shipping companies, and all in 
terpsted in the welfare of the city, ti 
concerted action. which will sccuri 
them a trade which is even now assum- 
ing important proportions. The mining 
operations at Mount Sicker have al- 
ready built up a prosperous little town 
on the mountain, while Duncans has 
benefited very considerably from the in- 
creased traffic and trade. Cro/ton, a 
town but a lew weeks old. is making a 
noise in the world, and the new smelter 
which is to be located on Maple Bay 
will surely bo surrounded toy n prosper- 
ous community ere many months shall 
have ciapsed. The population of Lady 
smith will also lie materially increased 
•When the Tyoe smeller is completed, and 
prospectors, speculators and .men of cap- 
ital wii! Hock into the district as soon 
ns its importance as a milling centre is 
thoroughly understood. The establish 
ment of these three smelters means tin 
Influx to the district of at least 4,000 
people within the uexl six months, su] 
ported directly by these industries, and 
probably as many more who will i 
employment in other pursuits. This 
crease in the population of what may be 
termed the suburbs of Victoria must 
have a beneficial effect upon the trad 
of the city, but our business men must 
bestir themselves if they would secure 
the full benefits derivable. Two weeks 
ago the Vancouver Board of Trade dis- 
cussed a scheme for establishing a fas! 
steamboat service between their city, 
"the islands and iCrofton, and no doubt 
they will have their eye on Maple Buy 
and Ladysmitli as well. Vancouver 
has a perfect right to reach out. -for all 
the trade she can secure, but t his par- 
ticular district is naturally Victoria's, 
and if her merchants do not hold it 
against all competitors it will be owing 
solely to their lock of enterprise. 

Tlie day has arrived when Victoria 
business men should divest themselves of 
the hope of controlling the trade of the 
■Mainland, and make their rallying cry, 
•'Vancouver Island for Victoria!" Whit 
a new population pouring info the Mount 
Sicker District, and a new era of de- 
velopment dawning on the "West Coast, 
Victorians need have no foar as to their 
future— but they must be alive and grasp 
their opportunities. 



AX IMPROBABLE REPORT. 

The sensational story which comes 
from Dawson, via Seattle, in which it is 
alleged that the community has been 
thrown into a state of consternation by 
the publication of a Dominion order-iu- 
eouneil granting to the Trcadgold Water 
& 'Mining Company all lapsed and va- 
cant placer and bench claims on Hun- 
ker, Bear and Bonanza creeks, and all 
their tributaries, should be accepted 
with a large pinch of salt. The report 
is in all probability greatly exaggerated, 
for it would 1)0 monstrous to suppose the 
government would crown its long record 
of blundering administration in Yukon 
by handing over all the most valuable 
available placer and hydraulicing ground 
to a private corporation. 

The so-called vacant claims mentioned 
in the Seattle despatch no doubt have 
reference to the "ground reserved in al 
ternate 'blocks by the Crown, and which 
were to bo disposed of 'by tender or auc- 
tion, to bona tide miners, with certain 
conditions attached as to their develop- 
ment. The wisdom or justice of set- 
ting aside these reserves was severely 
criticized by the people of the Territory, 
and the action of the government caused 
a heated debate in the House, and after- 
wards, when some of those reserved 
claims were ottered for sale by public 
competition, charges of jobbery connect- 
ed with their disposal were freely made 
by residents of Yukon and through the 
press. -Mr. SiftOH and his Yukon offi- 
cials have been charged with many 
grilVC offences in tile past, but it is diffi- 
cult to believe that he would lend him- 
self to such a glariug act of injustice as 
the Seattle story would indicate. It is 
to he hoped, when ail the facts of the 
ease are forthcoming, that the conces- 
sions made to the Trcadgold company 
are not so sweeping in character as re- 
ported, but that the story is concocted 
with a view to turning the attention of 
miners ami capitalists to Alaska, by 
making it appear that all the rich 
-ground in Yukon lias been' handed over 
to favorites of the Ottawa government.

Last night's ceremony of unveiling the 
memorial tablet in the Drill hall to the 
memory of the brave young Victorians— 
Blanehurd, Scott, Todd, iSomers and 
Miifiindrcll — was most impressive in its 
simple solemnity, and touched the hearts 
of tlie immense crowd of spectators, en- 
listing at once their sorrow anil their 
admiration for tlie gallant fellows who 
rest in their long, last sleep beneath the 
arid sod of the far away veldt. The 
tablet set up in their memory by their 
comrades of the Fifth regiment is ap- 
propriate ami fitting, but it scarcely rep- 
resents the feeling of profound admira- 
tion for their glorious deeds which per- 
meates tlie community at large. For this 
reason it is hoped that tlast night' cere- 
mony may serve to re-awiVken the move- 
ment, initiated nearly two years ago, for 
the erection of a public monument that 
would boiitt lasting reminder of them. 
The proposed Paardeberg Gate on the 
waterfront of .lames Bay would admir- 
:>>ly serve this end and those who under- 
took to raise the necessary funds for it 
might seize the present as an opportune 
lime Id revive the matter. 

Major Monro, his officers, and the rank 
and tile of the Fifth Regiment are to 
be congratulated on the manner in which 
the ceremony was carried out. The 
whole affair reflected credit upon those 
having charge of it, and. the hearty man- 
ner in which the large audience joined 
in the service showed that one and all 
were fully impressed with the simple, 
yet heartfelt, tribute to the memory of 
our dead volunteers.

THE ATLIN DISTRICT BOARD OF 
TRADE. 

Sir,-I am Instructed by the council of the 
Atllu District Hoard of Trade to call your 
attention to tlie gross misstatements and 
llagrant exaggerations appearing in the 
Issue of the Dally Colonist under date' of 
January l!lst, 1002. ' 

Undoubtedly Mr. Flndley. who Is quoted 
us the author of such, has brought "won- 
derful" news from Northern It. p., but for 
the most part as far as Atlln Is concerned 
that "wonderful news" Is a tissue of exag- 
geration. Now, sir. such reports as these 
—though sensational and perhaps very thril- 
ling reading to the uninitiated— are calcu- 
lated t» do Irreparable harm, not only to 
those who are deceived by such roseate 
and glowing accounts, but also to the camp 
upon which they are laid. To take the 
facts as represented, purporting to have 
originated front Mr. Flndley: 

Mr. Flndley has been in the Atlln camp 
from the tlavs of the "rush," and should 
be able to afford a very accurate estimate 
of the properties being operated there; and 
knowing the deterrent elTect such unfound- 
ed and extravagant repotts as he Is credit- 
ed with circulating, have bad on the prog- 
ress of the camp In the past, should surely, 
in his own interests, have adhered to the 
well defined line of veracity ami honesty. 

Mr. Flndley states that ho and his asso- 
ciates have several claims at Atlln, and 
that one of these has a lead of over 0OO 
| feet In width, etc., etc., and further ex- 
i hlblts heavily Impregnated with free mill- 
ing gold, said to he taken from another 
| claim on his property. Tills may be per- 
fectly true; we are not In a position to 
question the statement, not having had 
the fortune to visit such wealthy posses- 
I slons, nor were we aware of the existence 
| of such. But If this enormous wealth lie 
I within so short a distance of Atlln, Mr. 
Flndley must be wonderfully endowed with 
the golden gift of silence, since he kept the 
knowledge of It to himself and associates 
while In the camp, and waited till he got 
"outside" ere lie broached Ills secret and 
startled the mining world with the "won- 
derful news." 

As to the erection of a smelter on the 
Taku portage. There Is a semblance of 
truth in the statement, hut the W. P. & Y. 
railway know more than they have made 
public If such Is to go up this summer. 
U n t to shed n reliable light on these phan- 
tasies with which Mr. Flndley would de- 
light the public. Not satisfied with extol- 
ling the richness of his own ground, Mr. 
Flndley takes up the horns of others to 
help out his music, which has resulted In 
a horrible discord In Atlln, where we are 
doing our utmost to suppress spurious re- 
ports going out about the camp. Tlie re- 
port on F. Breeze's property, to say the 
least, Is Incorrect. By this we do not wish 
to convey the Idea that the property Is 
worthless, as very considerable values have 
been obtained on It, so much so that the 
work Is being vigorously prosecuted, but 
these values are far below the average 
which appears In the report. Further, the 
FetUcrstonhnugh mill has not been In con- 
tinuous operation this winter and only 
used when working for test purposes. 

On the Boulder Creek property we are 
confronted with another blunt denial of 
these extravagancies by plain facts. Drift- 
ing has been going on there steadily all 
the winter, . but Instead of tlie prospector 
mentioned employing 50 men to rob the 
Delnmnrre Syndicate of their hidden 
wealth, as would appear from the Colonist 
article, five men only had to be put on, 
and that to combat the difficulties met with 
In sinking .shafts, where the depth was 
sometimes over 30 feet, ami water In some 
cases drove, out the miner, and to prosecute 
the work of prospecting let by Mr. Dela- 
marre, . with . results varying from $10 to 
one ounce per diem to the man when on 
the pay streak. These are facts as they 
stand, and facts of which we are not 
ashamed, and further, which will beur tho 
most severe scrutiny. The wealth Is here 
and plenty of It; of that -we are well 
assured; but It Is not to be picked up by 
the Ignorant and lazy, hut to be won by 
dint of hard work and the Investment of 
capital. ! 

Bulletins are sent out weekly by the 
editor of the Atlln Claim when the wire Is 
up, tolling undeniable facts about the dis- 
trict. These bulletins are submitted to a 
censorial committee appointed by tho 
Council of the Hoard of Trade, before being 
placed on the wires. The Idea of sending 
these out Is to obviate any such sensational 
bush and unmitigated exaggerations as Mr. 
Flndley has been credited with, and what- 
ever goes out from the Board of Trade may 
be relied on from the first to the last 
letter.

MONTCALM'S G-KAiVB. 

Old Ursulino Convent In Quebec Has 
Been Torn Down-. 

The recent demolition of the old chapel 
of the Ursulino Convent has removed an- 
other of Quebec's ancient landmarks. In 
this case, however, vandalism Is not re- 
sponsible for the change. The necessity 
for enlarging the building and repairing 
some of the walls having become pressing, 
the work was undertaken with the result 
that It became necessary fo raze the old 
walls to their foundations. A new and 
more Imposing structure to replace tho his- 
toric chapel Is now in course of erection, 
and will probably be roofed In before the 
end of the year. 'The ruins of the old build 
lug have been visited and Inspected by 
thousands of pilgrims, for here Is the tomb, 
excavated by a British shell, which con- 
tains the headless body of the gallant 
Marquis tic Moat calm. His skull Is In pos- 
session of the chaplain of the Institution, 
who keeps It under a glass case. For near- 
ly three-quarters of a century, however, It 
lay entombed with the rest of the body. 
Montcalm's Interment took place at 9 
o'clock In the evening of the day following 
the battle of the Plains.- the cortege hav- 
ing wended Its way directly from the 
castle of the governor to the Ursullne's 
chapel.' With the heavy-tread of the coffin 
bearers, kept time the measured footsteps 
of the military escort— of de Ramsay and 
the officers of the garrison— following to 
their resting place the lifeless remains of 
their Illustrious Commnndcr-In-Chlef. 

"No burial rite," says the annnllst of the 
convent, "could he more solemn than the 
hurried evening service, performed by torch- 
light, under the dilapidated roof of a sn- 
cred asylum, where the soli had first been 
laid bare by one of the rude engines of 
war; the grave tones of the priests murmur- 
ing $hc Libera me, Domlne, were responded 
to by the sighs and tears of consecrated 
vlrglqs,' henceforth the guardians of the 
precious deposit, which, but for Inevitable 
fate, .would have been reserved to honor 
some proud mausoleum." 

When In 18.'!,t ft was found necessary to 
repair the north wall of the chapel, against 
which tho tomb of Montcalm rested, his 
grave was pointed ouL by Mother Dube, of 
St. Ignatius, who died In 1830, at the age 
of 89. As a child of nine years old, her 
father had led her by the hand to the In- 
terment of the French commander, and 
looking again Into his open 
grave, nearly three-quarters of a 
century later, she saw and 
recognized the rough wooden box, which 
In 17")!) was all that the ruined city .could 
afford to enclose the remains of her de- 
fender. The skeleton was found to be In- 
tact, , and the skull was then placed for 
preservation In custody of the chaplain. 
From' one of Its openings, dropped out a 
British bullet. The monumental slabs con- 
taining the splendid epitaph to his memory 
prepared by the French Academy, and 
erected over his tomb In lSTiO, as well ns 
that Inscribed In the same chapel by Lord 
Aylm'er in lS.'t'J, hnve been carefully pre- 
served from the ruins of the old chapel, 
and will be replaced In proper positions in 
the now edifice. • . ■- 

It Is' riot generally known that n few 
days after the capitulation of Quebec, the 
pnrtlally demolished chopcl was temporar- 
ily repaired by the British commander, 
nnd divine service according to the rites 
of the Church of England, ' was held there 
bv the chaplains of the army, after the 
services of the community.

stroyed by the cannonading of the British 
nnd there was such nn absence or accommo- 
dation, tliousrh winter was about to set in, 
that It was found necessary to employ part 
of the convent as n hospital, and tho nitfh- 
landers were quartared In nuother part. 
The (rood sisters nursed, with devotion, the 
sick and wounded English, and French alike 
and General Murray supplied them with 
provisions. 

This convent was founded In by Ma- 
dame de la Peltrle, and its first bulldlut; 
erected In 1641. It was destroyed by Are 
In 1050 and rebuilt, only to meet with a 
similar fate In 1080. One of the old build- 
ings, still In existence, is on the founda- 
tions of 1041. and contains the materials 
from the walls erected In .1050^ The order 
Is a strictly cloistered one, nb man, not 
even the chaplain, being allowed to enter 
tho Cloister, save the governor of the 
country, and members of the Royal family. 

The magnificent pictures and other works 
of art that are the pride of the historic 
chapel are all to be replaced In the new 
edifice. Dr. George Stewart, once briefly 
described them ns follows: 1 

"In fine carvings on Ivory, It may be 
questioned, whether In Itome Itself, or In 
Florence, two such glorious cruleiflxes as 
may be found In the little Ursulino chapel 
can be seen. These Chrlsts nre wonderful 
pieces of work. They are probably five 
hundred years old, and the artlfrt who carv- 
ed them Is unknown, but his splendid work 
stands out. nnd attests his genius. Some 
one in the Ursulino convent will show 
these masterpieces with true French-Can- 
adian politeness, and he will be careful to 
draw your attention to tlie life-like char- 
acter (if the Christ's head, the magnificent 
correctness of the anatomy nnd the remark- 
able study of the veins which are disclosed. 
One never tires of looking nt these two 
benutiful ivories, and it Is almost worth a 
visit to Quebec to see them alone. But In 
this same Online chanol. which Howells 
has so cleverely limned In hla delightful 
story of the Sanguenay and of Quebec, are 
manv paintings In oil, which may be seen 
for Flie asking, In the chapel there is that 
masterpiece of the French school, "Jesus 
sitting down nt ment in Simon's house," 
by Philippe De Ohnmpngne. The coloring 
Is striking, fresh nnd nobly done. When 
Trlnce Napoleon visited Quebec, some year* 
ago. and saw this picture, he offered the 
holders any price that they might name for 
it. But the wise churchmen declined nil 
offers. This De Champagne belonged to 
the 6et which was sent to Quebec a hun- 
dred years ago from Paris. ani»ng n lot of 
paintings rescued from the French mob 
of the old time communists, and sent here 
bv a good priest ivlio oivco resided in Que- 
bec, nnd knew that her people would ap- 
preciate treasures of that sort."

Charge Withdrawn.— The charge of 
an infraction of the Liquor License Act 
made against George Pcrcivol, n liquor 
traveler, has been withdrawn. IPerelval 
wrs alleged to have offered liquor for 
sale to several local saloons, whereas by 
the terms of the License Act he was not 
entitled to do SO unless he took out 
wholesale license, which costs Jf'JOO per 
year. No representative of an outsid 
liquor house can sell to the local retailers 
or to others than wholesalers, unless 
hciving a local wholesalers' license: and 
Percival when he offered his goods for 
sale, was not in possession of a license. 
This being the instance of a prosecution 
on this ground, the case was withdrawn. 
The penalty for the offense— and eve? 
the soliciting of an order from a retailer 
is an offence — is a minimum line of $100 
and a maximum line of $200.

After sending his money, the British 
Columbian received a post card which 
acknowledged bis remittance and stated 
"Prize will go in due course." He 
Waited for some months, aud then hav- 
ing received, no reply, he wrote on No- 
vember S to the Woman's World, inquir- 
ing for the prize which never came. The 
letter was returned marked "Gone- 
No address." by the postal authorities; 
and then the British 'Columbian wrote 
to the British police, requesting inquir- 
ies to be made respecting the Woman's 
World. High street, Brentford, by 
whom hi' feared be had been defrauded 
in connection with a prize competition. 
The Scotland Vard police found that his 
fenrs were well rounded, ami they wrote 
to Superintendent Elussey "that Dr. 
Nicholson, who conducted this business, 
was a swindler, and he and his confeder- 
ates were sentenced to terms of Im- 
prisonment in October lasl at the 'Cen- 
tral Criminal court here."

Atkin has spent IS months in the coun- 
try nnd is one of the best minim: ex- 
perts of South Africa and New South 
Wales, where ho operated for many 
years, his judgirient unity be taken as 
thoroughly reliable. 

' "For instance." continued Mr. Atkin. 
"copper of the finest quality is so abun- 
dant that I have seen solid bars of it 
lying about in profusion, of no value to 
me whatever, simply because 1 could 
not transport it over the mountains. 
With a railroad through that country all 
the mineral wealth would become sit 
once of tremendous value. Wealth is no 
name for the treasure that lies in those 
mountains. The best of it is that there 
is jany a/mount of alluvial gold which 
would not require much capital to work. 
In point of mineral wealth, the country 
bents South Africa and New South 
Wales combined." 

Mr. Atkin is on his way to England, 
and expects to return to British Colum- 
bia in the spring. "I_do not want any 
better mining country so far as I am 
concerned," was his emphatic statement. 

In response to a question as to the 
celebrated Horsefly strike, about liot) 
miles northwest of Ashcroft. Mr. Atkin 
said: '"The announcement of that strike 
caused great excitement and a groat 
many men, who reached the place with 
tremendous difficulty, found that the 
reiport was false, and bad to return 
empty-handed after enduring grenl suf- 
fering.

«on of Senator Campbell, of California, 
nnd some of the Ashcroft peopie. who 
\were interested in securing a stampede 
through Ashcroft. Campbell and " his 
compnny spent large sums at the Horse- 
fly, and it was to let the shareholders 
out by ,a possible sale that the boom was 
started."

Large Crowd Gathered at Drill 
Hall to Take Part in 
Services. 

Three years ago, on a dark Novem- 
ber night, the Drill hall was thronged to 
its fullest limit by tt surging crowd, 
which gathered to bid Godspeed to Vic- 
toria's quota of the ilirst 'Canadian con- 
tingent, which went to light for Queen 
and country on Afrie's veldts. Three 
years ago on that November night the 
crowds ascorted the little contingent 
through streets Tit up with colored 
lights, and lined with cheering crowds, 
to the steamer which bore them away, 
the bamls playing patriotic tunes, as 
they sailed away. Then a few months 
later came the news of their history- 
making charge at I'uardeberg on that 
anniversary of MajubaV fight, and of 
the iroll of dead -who had left their bones 
as ashes of Empire on that far away 
field. Then flags were half-masted, and 
the city was grief-stricken; but admixed 
with this grief was the pride of the glory 
that .these fallen heroes had won when 
on that morning two years ago yester- 
day—in dead silence and covered by a 
darkness only faintily illumvinatcd by the 
merest rim of the dying moon, the three 
companies of Canadians moved on over 
the bush-si re.wn ground, and. failing 
Hat behind the little .furrows anil hil- 
locks that offered the slightest shelter, 
they worked their way forward towards 
the' trenches of Cronje and his army. 

The Canadians— Victoria's contingent 
at their extreme right— had won a place 
in the history of the famous battles of 
Britain's army, and poets, artists and 
historians had a new deed to glorify- 
but they had left their dead on the field, 
whoso blood had gone to we'll the outer 
limits of the Empire closer together— 
and to commemorate the memory of 
these fallen .heroes, whose names are 
deeply inscribed on the marble slab, the 
officers and men of the iFifth Regiment, 
iC. A., have erected a memorial tablet, 
which was unveiled with due ceremony 
last night, on the second anniversary of 
their death. 

The Fifth Regiment, under command 
of Major Monro, iwas drawn up in three 
shies of a square facing the tablet, 
.which is imbedded in the wall to the 
right of the door, while two companies 
of sappers and gunners from Work 
Point, under Lieuts. Elliott and Sladen, 
formed the other side of the square. The 
band, under Bandmaster Finn, was 
.placed in one corner of the square, and 
seated within this square of uniformed 
soldiery wen- the invited guests, amongst 
whom were CftT. Holmes, D.O.C., Col. 
Grant, B.K.. Col. Prior. Col. Gregory. 
■Major Jones, Bt.-Col. Worsnoo of the 
Sixth Rifles, Capt. Simpson, HA'.; Cnpf. 
Wiitbrnn, Major Rawton. and others, all 
in full uniform. Other guests were the 
surviving members of the contingent 
from Victoria, who fought alongside the 
fallen heroes whose imemory was being 
commemorated; Those present— the ma- 
jority being in khaki— were'Sergt. Xorth- 
eolit, Corp. O'Dell. Corp. Lohnian fXe.w 
Westminster), and Privates Huberts. 
[Cornwall. Beeman. Brethour, Stew- 
art, \eill. Anderton, .Tones, .Wool 
Dixon, Smethurst ami Carter, of the 
•first contingent, and Trooper Spencer, of 
iStrnthconn's Horse, in" the gnHeries, 
which were crowded, and on the floor, 
outside the square, which was thronged, 
j wen. the general public. 

i This was the scene when His Honor 
Bieut.-Oovernor Sir Henri .Inly de Bot- 
binicre entered the hall, chid iii full uni- 
form, and attended by his aide-de-camp, 
Lieut. Drake and Major Rriwten— who 
was at Paardebcrg also— and B. P». 
Powell, his private secretary. Ac- 
companying him were Bishop ' Perrin, 
Rev. C. Elisor Sharpe, chaplain of the 
Fifth Regiment, and Bady Joiy, [Miss 
Bothwell and party, who were given 
seats •within the square. On the en- 
trance of the Lieutenant-Governor and 
party the regiment presented arms and 
the band played the first bars of the 
National Anthem, as is customary at the 
general salute. The band played' "Abide 
With Me," and then, accompanied by the 
band, all present united in singing the 
.well known hymn, "O Cod, Our Hid]) in 
Ages Past." After the conclusion of 
the singing of tins hymn. Rev, ('. Kn- 
sor Sharpe read the exhortation from 
1st Timothy and Psalm 44. Bishop Per- 
rin read the lesson from Joshua iv. 1st 
to 8th, and then the following prayers 
were read by the chaplain of the regi- 
ment: 

''Almighty God, who rulcst over all the 
kingdoms of the world, and disposest of 
them according to thy good pleasure- we 
yield thee unfeigned thanks, for that thou 
wast pleased to place thy servant our sov- 
ereign lord, King Edward upon the throne 
of this realm. Let thy wisdom be his 
guide, and let thine' arm strengthen Mm; 
let justice, truth and holiness, let peace 
and love, and all those virtues that adorn 
the Christian profession flourish in his 
days; direct all his counsels and endeavors 
to thy glory, and' the welfore or Ids peo-

with three shields above, each represen- 
tative of the one of the three nations 
which compose Grew 1 : Britain, standing 
amidst an array of 'ilJgs.

"We feel that this is no empty compi.- 
inent that you, officers and men of the 
Fifth Regiment, sire paying to your 
brave comrades, and .that their names, 
engraved on the cold marble, are still

Among the curious forms of indemnity 
written at Lloyd's, London, budget in- 
surance is perhaps the most novel. This 
is represented by various policies cover- 
ing every form of mercantile risk. Some 
merchants insured last year against the 
risk of a tax on wheat ; others, against 
the risk of a tax not being .imposed on 
sugar. The reason for this latter insur- 
ance was that large quantities of sugar 
had been put on the English market at 
great expense, in anticipation of reaping 
the benefit of higher prices occasioned 
by the increased duties. As the tax was 
imposed on sugar, and not on wheat, the 
underwriters had no cause to complain 
pf the budget proposals. Previous to the 
announcement of the budget, anxiety was 
manifested as to whether there .would be 
duty on exported coal, and large insur- 
ances were placed against the risk. A 
tax of a shilling per ton was imposed, 
and In this case underwriters paid a to- 
tal loss Underwriters at 

Lloyds are exceedingly jealous of their 
reputation as a non-litigious body and 
the rapidity with which they settle 
claims. The war has been, however, a 
fruitful cause of litigation. The state' 
of affairs in the Transvaal immediately 
before the declaration of hostilities wis 
so complex, and the points raised under 
various policies so intricate that it was 
necessary to have the highest legal 
opinion available. Such a case was the 
Driefontein Consolidated Mines v. Jan- 
son. In this action the sum of $225,000 
was involved, the interest being gold 
coin in course of transit to the coast en 
route for this country. The coin was 
commandeered by Hie Transvaal govern- 
ment. The policy was contested on the 
ground that the Driefontein company 
was an enterprise carried on by the ene- 
my, and that to have settled a claim 
would have been against public policy. 
For the plaintiffs, it was argued that, 
although the business of the company 
was carried on in a foreign state, which 
had declared war, yet their shareholders 
were largely resident in Great Britain. 
Underwriters were unsuccessful, a ver- 
dict being given against them; and hav- 
ing appealed, were unable to improve 
matters. There was some talk of carry- 
ing the case to the House of Lords, but 
nothing definite has been done.

There has been published In Mllltla Or- 
ders a notice from the War Otttce that 
certain articles of military dress and equip- 
ment are to be abolished, and the evident 
intention Is that the order shall take effect 
in Canada. The question naturally arises, 
Why should Canada follow In the vagaries 
of dress reform, which, an yet. have done 
little else than make a laughing-stock of 
the authorities lu the Old Country'/ Har- 
assed by a storm of contlietluK criticism, 
the War Offllce authorities have become 
wildly busy, and are running amuck 
through the articles of officers' "mlllln- 
| ery," striking off something here and put- 
ting on something else there! without any 
definite object or apparent purpose. There 
1s an avowed object of reducing the ex. 
peuse of the officers' uniforms, but this Is 
achieved by disallowing articles now in use 
and substituting new ones which will have 
to be purchased. By the time the Cana- 
dian forces have obeyed the order and 
come into a state of uniformity again, u 
matter of several years, the flutter of re- 
form will have died away and other new 
uniform and equipment will be authorized 
And so the unfortunate victims go on pll 
Ing up useless and expensive "mlllnery,' 
which goes out of fashion at the War Of- 
fice, and they have to buy some more. 

At the present moment the artillery of- 
ficers of Canada have no less than live dif- 
ferent varieties of expensive belts author- 
ized for use^ — gold belts, white belts, brown 
belts, with slings, Sam Browne belts, and 
a mixed dress of gold belts and black 
bertasche. Unless an officer has them all 
he Is liable to have to turn out "Improperly 
dressed" on occasion. Tlie total cost of 
these belts Is nearly $130. Xow conies this 
order abolishing all belts but the gold and 
Sam Browne, cutting off the sabertasehe of 
the former and substituting a pouch for 
tho binocular ease. It there is one useful 
thing about tin officer's equipment It 
the binocular case, because in these days 
of long range shooting the only articles 
of equipment an artillery officer really 
needs are some brains with eyes In front 
of them— and a field glass. Under the cir- 
cumstances, It is highly characteristic that 
the binocular ease should he abolished. 
The Sam Browne belt Is a useless harness 
of straps so contrived as to carry a use- 
less sword In such an awkward fashion 
that It enn only bo drawn and returned 
with much difficulty. It Is Inconvenient to 
put on nnd take off, nnd Its one claim to 
consideration Is that the harness is so' ad- 
justed that a revolver can be carried on 
one side and tlie sword on the other, so 
as to balance. As the revolver is never car- 
ried In peace time, and the sword is never 
carried In war time, the exact utility of 
this arrangement of brown harness is nt 
once apparent even to the unsophisticat- 
ed civilian mind. The corollary to tills ar- 
rangement Is found in our drill system, un- 
der which officers have to pass an' exam- 
ination in the use of the sword, which they 
do not wear In war time, and are never 
Instructed In revolver practice, though, 
they all wear the revolver In war time. 

Now what the officers of tlie mllltla of 
Canada do want Is this: 

1. The authorization of n comfortable, 
common-sense drill and campaigning uni- 
form of the cheapest and most service- 
able description. 

2. The authorization of a single full 
dress uniform as handsome nnd expensive 
as the department cares to sanction. 

.'!. When these are authorized they want 
them to stny authorized. 

The drill and campaigning uniform 
should consist Of the "•pony" hat. the 
most comfortable, light, and smart head- 
gear yet Invented; a plain uniform of khaki 
or neutral tint, with no ornaments but 
corps and rank badges; brown leather 
belt to carry revolver, ammunition pouch, 
and field glass; boots, putties, or gaiters— 
boots for choice. No swords. Brown 
gloves. 

For full dress, the present full dress 
uniform and helmet, sword and gold belts, 
till the bill. The officer .who, is worth 
his salt wants to look swagger when he 
is on show parade, 1 and lie wants to look 
like business when he Is working. The 
lighting man has always worn a grey uni- 
form, and he always will.' no matter how 
often panicky powers that be run amuck 
through his outfit. The objection to ex- 
pense among tlie Canadian officers arises 
from the number of uniforms and the var- 
iety of eoulpment authorized. Xo officer 
would object to the expense of 
a good full dress uniform and a 
useful drill and campaigning outfit. At 
present there are full dress uniforms, 
mess uniforms, undress 1 uniforms, and the 
winter uniforms, all of which are too tine 
and expensive for roughing It In the sun. 
rnfn. nnd dirt of camps of Instruction. 
Then when an officer Is ordered out for 
service he has to dls-ard all this outfit 
and buy n special campaigning uniform. 

Again, what may be suitable to the 
wealthy officers of the British army, who 



all huve private means, and make soldier- 
ing the business of their lives, Is not suit- 
able for a force offlcereC. as the Canadian 
army is, by men who give their time and 
money towards the efficiency of a defen- 
sive military force In addition to carrying 
on their regular occupations and assum- 
ing the financial and other responsibilities 
which their positions as private citizens 
demand. The young man who accepts a- 
coin mission has to leave his business for 
two or three months to attend the mili- 
tary school, where, in addition to the loss 
of tmie from the business, he Is under , 
cousiderahlo expense, which the Govern- 
ment allowance <Uocs tiot fcover. Then, 
he has to provide himself with the pres- 
ent extensive authorized outfit of tho mili- 
tary "millinery," which la some mounted 
corps costs nearly five hundred dollars. 
Thoreforc he has tho privilege of putting 
In two weeks of blazln hard work In tho 
camp of. Instruction every summer while 
other people are spending their holidays 
at a summer resort, and. as his pay from 
tho Government does not cover his ex- 
penses, he hns to put' up the difference. 
In addition to this, he puts In one or two' 
nights n week for about half the year 
drilling at the nrmory, for which, of course, 
he gets nothing. It Is a mystery, under the 
circumstances, that Canada's army 
io ',vell officered. Probably 
the prevalence that strong spirit 
of "militarism," so much lu 
velghed ngalnst In some quarters, accounts 
for It. The Canadian officer does not com- 
plain, but the Government should take all 
these matters Into consideration and not 
make It anv harder for him by a blind co- 
operation with the British red-tapists.

Steamer Queen City returned from the 
West Coast yesterday. She \va« de- 
layed at Alberni, having been neaped 
hy the' tide in the Alberni canal when 
nt the old town, and detained SO hours 
in consequence. Tht- Queen City draws 
13 feet of water, and as there was but 
11 feet on the bar, she was fast, and it 
was not Hindi 'Saturday's 'Storm brought 
more water to the canal that she con- 
tinued her voyage. The steamer brought 
little news of wreckage, the only report 
received being at Cnruianah, where it 
was learned that a schooner's companion- 
wi\v, painted white, had come ashore. 
This wreckage is probably from the 
derelict which broke up recently near 
tlie lighthouse at Cape Beale, the iden- 
tity of which was never learned. It was 
not until Monday, when a westerly wind 
prevailed, that the sealing schooners 
Diana and Ocean Belle at Clayoquot, 
and the Ainoka and other vessels at 
Ahousett left for sea. 

The -steamer (brought a light freight 
from the coast, amongst which wins the 
usual consignment of about two score 
of empty beer kegs from Alberni. Ac- 
cording to the story, which comes from 
that mining camp by the steamer, there 
was a :beer famine when tile Queen City 
reached there, and her arrival was 
eagerly awaited. As she was putting out 
her lines, a, voice was heard from the 
wharf asking that a keg lie thrown 
ashore, as the need was urgent, and 
hardly had the plank been out than a 
man hurried on board, threw a keg up 
on his shoulders, ootid trotted away— the 
famine was relieved. 

The steamer had ft small contingent 
of passengers. Mrs. G. JI. Hayes came 
from the Nahmint mines at Hayes' land- 
ing; P. S. Spain, of the provincial police 
came from Cl^yoiiuot; C. Pyle, foreman 
of the Nahmint mines, came from Al- 
berni: W. Price, manager of the Pacific 
Steel Co.'s mines in Berkeley Sound, 
arrived from Copper island; F. 'Holden, 
O. Lome, H. Wiinnock, \V. Alliott and 
II. 'McDonald, were passengers from Al- 
berni, and Itev. Swnrtout came from 
Uclulet en route to the meeting of tho 
Presbytery at Nanaimo, 

The steamer will sail again for the 
West Coast, going on her long trip to 
Cape Scott, tomorrow night. On her 
return, about nine or ten days later, she 
will probably bring news of any wreck- 
age that may have come ashore on the 
coast. On her trip just concluded, en- 
quiries were made at iClayoquot and 
Uclulet for the wreckage found on Long 
'Beach by the officers of Uie Bgeria, but 
the settlers hail nothing to report other 
than had been told them by tlie officers 
of the -warsliip. The settlers reported 
that the Bgeria had taken the life-buoy, 
marked Red Itock, found there.

Collier Willamette Ha.uled Out on the 
■Moral) Ways at Seattle. 

.Steamer Willamette has been hauled 
out on the Morn n Bros, marine railway 
at 'Seattle for repairs. Jt took three 
hours to haul the Bteajner from the 
water. The Willamette was wrecked on 
Village point, Denman island, when 
leaving Union bay without a pilot a 
year ajgo, and was abandoned by her 
owners. She was bought at an auction 
sale by Mora I] Bros., and, ill though she 
was in British Columbia waters, the 
Moran Bros, sent up a wrecking com- 
pany. They were lined $400 by the Do- 
minion government, and much of the line 
was afterwards remitted. 'The wreckers 
broke the steamer into two parts through 
where her back was broken, and both 
ends were floated and patched together, 
a ml after a lengthy and costly work she 
was taken to Seattle.

Steamer 'Blilni Thompson has returned 
to Seattle from Valdes. £>he broke down 
on her return when within four hours of 
Sitka. Her low pressure crank shaft 
snapped 'Saturday, February 8. She 
had an extra shaft aboard, which was 
placed in ]>osition nt Sitka, the necessary 
work delaying her 05 hours .in that port. 
February 15 the Thor.rpson sighted and 
passed the rival liner Bertha, which met 
disaster in Fitzhugh sound. At that 
time the 'Bertha still rested in an up- 
right position in the water, with the 
weather continuing favorah'lc. 

Steamer Tees loaded a large consign- 
ment of lumber for one of the Skeena 
river canneries at Vancouver, a,nd while 
loading the lumber Capt. T. Gunns, 
mate of the Tees, was struck on the toe 
by a heavy stick of timber which fell.

.lames rlannay. for many years 
of ti e St. John. X. B., Telegraph, 
has just returned to -Montreal from n 
trip to Winnipeg and the West, and ,in 
reply to inquiries by a representative of 
The' iMontrecJ Herald in regard to his 
visit said: 

"Yes, 1 have been in the Canadian 
West, in Manitoba anil also in North 
■Dakota and Minnesota, I spent some 
weeks in the latter State and studied, 
as well as 1 vvra able, the conditions 
that prevail there, and what may In 
termed the Northern movement towards 
Canada. 

"I have always held tile opinion that 
the time would come when the Cana- 
dian West would become the 'Mecca, of 
the land-seeker, and I am happy to be 
able to believe that this time lias arriv- 
ed. There is no doubt, in my mind, and 
my opinion is shared by men of experi- 
ence who have lived long in the West, 
that Manitoba and the Xorthiwest are 
now on the eve of a boom of immense 
magnitude and that within the next 10 
years that great country will receive a 
vast Mood of immigrants, it would be 
rash to give numbers, but there is good 
ground for the assertion that the popu- 
lation of Manitoba and the Territories 
will ;be treblFd by the year 1911. 

"I base my opinion of the future of 
the Canadian West in the great scar- 
city of land in the Western States. The 
government land (U for settlement, is 
exhausted; most of the railway land's 
have also been sold, and nothing now 
remains but the Indian reserves and the 
lands held by speculators. Lf.nd seek- 
ers are looking towards the Indian re- 
serves with hungry eyes, butt if these 
reserves were all opened to settlement 
tomorrow they would go but a little way 
towards ^satisfying the demand for (lands. 
People are coming north from the older 
prairie States, Illinois and Iowa, into 
northern iMinnesota, looking for Irmd, 
and when they learn that they cannot 
get what they want there, hut that 
across the boundary line there is plenty 
of land to he had, they are not long in 
making up their minds to take up their 
abode in Canada. 

"Perhaps I can best illustrate this 
tendency by describing what I saw in 
Northern Minnesota. The district I was 
in is about 30 miles east of Bed river, 
and the soil may be described as 'wot 
prairie' land of great fertility, but not 
well drained and therefore difficult land 
to cultivate. Wet land caunot he sow- 
ed as early in the spring as land that is 
dry, ami the crop is liable to he drained 
out by the autumn rains. Last year 
or the year .before this everything hap- 
pened; thousands of cores of wheat were 
never cut because the fields had been 
turned into morasses ,by the autumn 
rams. Yet this land which two or three 
years ago could be purchased for five 
(lollnm en acre, now commands fiftoon 
dollars an acre, although every pur- 
chaser knows that he will have to ex- 
pend largo sums in drains before ho 
can bo certain of a crop. Men who 
cannot afford to pay $2,400 for a quarter 
section of wet prairie without hohlihes 
are therefore naturally looking to Can- 
ada where the land is better and enca he 
obtained on the easiest possible terms.

ILast year the wheat crop of Manitoba 
was 50,502,085 bushels, grown in 2,- 
011,835 acres of land, an average of 
more than 2."i bushels to the acre Add 
to this the wheat crop of the Territories, 
12,000,000 bushels, nnd we have a total 
of 02,500,000 bushels of wheat, enough 
to feed a population twice as large as 
that of Cnaiada, and (his wheat was all 
grown in a country which less than .'1(1 
years ago was a wilderness. The area 
laid down in wheat in Manitoba in- 
creased from 1,020,905 in IS 1 ,)!) to 12.- 
011,833 in 11)01, a growth ,,f about 2l> 
per cent, in two years. Such figures 
are the best possible proof of the ex- 
cellence of the country and the faith of 
the fanners in its future. In 10 years 
from now (Manitoba will probably have 
a wheat crop of from 150,000,000 to 
200,000,000 bushels. 

"If anything additional were needed to 
prove the prosperity of Western Canada 
i he city of Winnipeg itself would supply 
the requisite object lesson. Here is a 
city of almost 50,000 inhabitants which 
has grown up in yo years from a Hud- 
sou's Bay trading post, a city of noble 
streets and palatial buildings, with every 
evidence of future growth, and which is 
now doing tho third largest business in 
.Canada, judging from its week 
.clearings. Winnipeg is" destined to .be- 
come a very great city, for it is the gate- 
way of the Canadian West, and can 
have no possible rival, at least not for 
.many years to come, d'erbaps at some 
future period a great shipping and manu- 
facturing city may rise on the shore of 
;Lake Superior, hut in the meantime 
iWinnipeg controls the trade of ,tho 
.Northwest. It is a city of which every 
Canadian should feel proud, ami, in- 
deed, a 'Canadian who has not seen 
.Winnipeg can form no adequate idea of 
the forces that are at^work in the up- 
building of this country."
